NEAR EAST EXPERTS VIEW Although the threat of a "second round" of the Israeli-Arab 
ARAB AND ISRAELI PEACE fighting continues to exist, there is no valid reason why Jews 
AS REAL POSSIBILIT and Moslems cannot live and work together in peace, Lt. Col. 
Moshe Pearlman, chief of public relations for the Israeli 
Government told Overseas Press Club Members and their guests at a Warwick Hotel luncheon 
on September 20. Colonel Pearlman pointed to the economic and spiritual happiness of 
Arabs now living in Israel and said that only the reluctance of the Arabian countries to 
work out a permanent peace agreement with his government prevented lasting peace in Palestine. 
The view that Arabs and Jews can work and live harmoniously in peace was endorsed by 
Al Miller, who for 15 years was General Secretary of the YMCA in Jerusalem. He recalled 
instances when football teams he sponsored were almost equally composed of Jews, Arabs 
and Christians. He felt the same happy result could occur if the various. factions were 
allowed to settle their own problems with no outside interference.
